ORDER 


In the Government Order read as 3rd paper above Government have 
ordered the re -distribution of Territorial jurisdiction of the Divisions in 
Central Circle by forming one more Territorial Circle called High Range 
Circle in the place of the Industrial Plantation Circle . The Chief Conser 
vator of Forests in his letter read as 4th paper above has forwarded detailed 
proposals to effect the re -organisation . Government have considered the 
proposals in detail and they order that the Territorial jurisdiction of the 
Central Circle and the High Range Circle will be re- defined as follows:

2. Chalakudy Forest Division , 
3. Vazhachal Forest Division . 
4. Malayattur Forest Division , 

5. Timber Sales Division (Functional).

The present Thodupuzha Range will be detached from Malayattur 
Division and attached to Kothamangalam Division . The detailed boundary 
description of the Territorial Forest Divisions and the Ranges coming under 
the Central and High Range Circles is given in the Appendix to this order. 
The Headquarters of the Central Circle will be at Trichur and that of the 
High Range Circle at Kottayam . The headquarters of the Territorial 
Divisions will be as shown in the Appendix . 

2. The Timber Sales Division of the Central Circle will be located at 
Kalady . The Headquarters of the Kottayam Forest Division will be shifted 
from Kottayam to Painavu as soon as a suitable office building becomes 
available there. The Timber Sales Division of the High Range Circle will 
be located at Perumbavoor. The Headquarters of the Grassland Afforesta 
ation Division will be at Peermade. 

3 . The re-distribution of Territorial jurisdiction as ordered above will 
take effect from the 1st August, 1981.

In the G. O. read above, the Government approved , among other 
things, the list of Ayurvedic Medicines, the cost of which will be reimburs 
able under the Kerala Government Servants Medical Attendance Rules. 
The maximum price of each item was also specified in the order . The 
prices of the Ayurvedic Medicines have increased since the issue of the 
orders and there have been representations to reimburse the cost of medicines 
purchased at higher prices. The Government have examined the matter 
and they consider that the Government Servants should get reimbursement 
of the prevailing price of the Ayurvedic medicines used for treatment subject, 
however, to a reasonable ceiling since there is no uniformity in the price 
of same medicines prepared by different Pharmacies. Government, there 
fore , order that in respect ofmedicines included in the list appened to the 
G.O. read above which are also produced by the Kerala State Pharmaceu 
tical Corporation , Trichur, the maximum prices reimbursable will be those 
fixed by the Corporation , from time to time for the corresponding units of 
the medicines produced by them . In respect ofmedi in the list which 
are not manufactured by the Corporation , the cost will be reimbursed on 
the basis of the certificate of reasonableness of the price issued by the 
Authorised Medical Attendants .

The issues referred for adjudication by Government as per G. O. (Rt.) 
No. 602 /78 / L & H . dated 12-4-1978 are the following : 

“ Termination of service of the following 4 workers : 

(1) Jose alias Balan , (2) Gopi, (3) Rajan , (4 ) Mukundan . 

ii. Bonus to 1976-77." 
2. The reference in the first place was to the Labour Court, Calicut 
where it was taken on the file as I. D. 30 of 1978. When this Court was 
subsequently constituted afresh a transfer became necessary on account of 
change in the jurisdiction . That is how the case is now before me. 

3. Pleadings have been advanced when the case was pending before 
the Calicut Court. There the Managementwas permitted to file the written 
statement even before the claims were advanced by the Union . (There was 
no charter of demands appended the reference ). The Management had 
alleged that these workmen had abandoned the work and that there was no 
termination . According to the Management the workmen are not entitled 
to any benefits . 

4. The Union in its rejoinder while denying the allegation of aban 
donment contends that there was an unlawful termination . It is also 
alleged that the workmen were not given bonus for the year 1976-77 . They 
are claiming legitimate bonus and reinstatement with all benefits. 

5. The case came up for evidence on the above pleadings. Then the 
Union and its counsel remained absent. So the Union was set ex -parte and 
the Management heard. 

6. This is a case where the burden is on the Union to establish its case 
that there was an unlawful termination of the services of the workmen . The 
Union has not discharged that burden . The fact that the Union and its 
counsel are no more interested in prosecuting the case is a sufficient circum 
stance from which it can be inferred that the Union has no presentable case . 
Hence I hold that the workmen are not entitled to any reliefs. An award is 
passed accordingly.

Two issues are involved in this reference made by Government as per 
G. O. (Rt.) No. 547 /78 / L & H dated 31-3-1978 . They are (i) denial of 
employment of Shri V. Chellappan Pillai and (ii) payment of wages and 
arrears due to him . 

2. Pleadings have been advanced by the parties after their appearance 
in response to the notices issued from this Court. The affected workman 
in his claim statement claims reinstatement alleging that he was denied 
employment by the concerned Management with effect from 4-9-1978 
without any reasonable basis. According to him he was continuously 
working under this Management from 10-9-1971 on a monthly salary of 
Rs. 1752 

3. The contention of the Management is that Shri Chellappan Pillai 
was never employed under it. 

4. When the case came up for evidence on the above pleadings the 
Union and its counsel remained absent . So the case was proceeded in its 
absence. The Management has filed an affidavit in support of its contentions. 
I accept the affidavit and hold that there was no employer -employee 
relationship between the parties. 

5. In the result an award is passed finding that Shri V. Chellappan 
Pillai is not entitled to any reliefs.

Four workmen involved in the referenc : were dismissed by the 
Management concerned . The reference wasmade as per G. O. (Rt.) 
No. 1230 /79 /L & H dated 22-8-1979 . 

( I. The Management initiated disciplinary proceedings against the 
workmen . There was a domestic enquiry also . It was an ex - parte enquiry . 
The validity of that enquiry was challenged by the Union . So I tried 
the preliminary, question as 

to whether there was a valid domestic 
enquiry or not initially and found as per my order dated 4-5-1981 
that there was a valid domestic enquiry . The findings rendered in 
the domestic enquiry were also confirmed . The rival contentions and 
the other necessary facts had been narrated in that order . 

So I shall 
here extract that order in full : 

" ORDER 
Four workmen of the same establishment were dismissed. Disciplinary 
proceedings were initiated against them by the Management and 
independent domestic enquiries were conducted . M /s . P. X. Thomas 
and C. G. Mohan , two of the workman were proceeded on the same 
cause of action and identical and independent charges were framed 
against them on 25-8-1977 alleging that they along with some other 
workers trespassed into the factory disregarding the obstruction of the 
Security Officer in the afternoon of 24-8-1977 at a time when they 
were not expected there, entered the cabin of the Works Manager 
without permission , threatened the Works Manager and refused to 
obey him wha he directed them to behave properly . It is further alleged 
that they had abused and manhandled some other workers who were 
on duty. According to the charge they were under the influence of 
liquor while they committed the acts attributed to them . 

2. M /s. A. X. Jerry and 0. J. Xavier , the other twoworkmen are 
alleged to have committed th sarne misconduct on 30-8-1977 by 
striking work and disobeying the directions of the superior officers and 
obstructing the loyal workers in discharging their duties. As against 
Shri A. X. Jerry there is another charge that he on 9-9-1977 trespassed into 
the factory while he was under suspension , assaulted to me of the workers 
tampered with the electrical system in the factory thereby rendering it 
unserviceable and caused loss to the Management. 

3. The workmen admittedly were served with copies of the charges. 
They submitted their explanations. Finding that the explanations were 
not satisfactory the Management ordered domestic enquiry. An 
advocate appointed to conduct the domestic enquiry held separate enquiries : 
against the workmen . As against Shri Jerry two separate enquiries were 
held regarding the two charges. The enquiries were held with noticə 
to the workmen. But they did not participate. The Enquiry Officer in 
all the cases held the workmen guilty . The Management dismissed them 
on the basis of those findings. The Management in its written statement 
defends its action as proper and legal.

4. The Union in its claira stateincnt alleges that the action of the 
Management am junts to victimisation . According to the Union these 
workmen were innocent of the charges. Two Unions were carlier 
functioning in the establishment and most of the workinen were members 
of one or 

other of those Unions. While so these four workmen and 
some others took up membership in a new Union much to the disliking 
of the existing Unions. The Management was easily available to be 
influenced by those two unions to see that the new Union does not 
thrive in the establishinent. That is how the action was initiated without 
any reasonable basis against these workmen . The enquiry was not 
held in accordance with the principles of natural justice and the 
findings are 

perverse . So the workmen are entitled to 
reinstatement with all benefits. 

5. The validity of the domestic enquiry was tried as a preliminary 
issue . The Advocate Enquiry Officer was examined as MWI. He had 
proved Exts . Ml to M4 as the files relating to the enquiries against 
Šarvasree P. X. Thomas, A. X. Jerry , C.G. Mohan and O. J. Xavier 
respectively . The Union wanted to adduce cvidence at this stage on 
the basis of the merits . But I did not grant that request as the 
validity of the domestic enquiry alone is what is material at this 
stage. 
6 . As already mentioned the enquiries were held ex -parte.But the work 

were served with the charges and they were asked to explain their 
position . They had submitted their explanations. Thereafter the domestic 
enquiry was ordered . Admittedly the workmen had notice of the domestic 
enquiry. Even then they did not turn up to participate on the appointed day . 
Yet the enquiry Officer did not straight away proceed ex -parte . Instead 
he caused the publication of a notification in the Mathrubhoomi Daily 
announcing the adjourned date of the enquiry . The workmen who had 
occasion to see the notification did not care to participate. It was 
in these circumstances that the Enquiry Officer proceeded ex -parte . The 
action of the Enquiry Officer cannot in any way be termed as a negation 
of the workmen s right to 

defend themselves. On the other hand the 
workmen made it clear that they do not want to take advantage of the 
situation to defend themselves. They have done so at their own risk as 
there is no satisfactory explanation as to why they refrained from attend 
ing the enquiry . So the enquiry was proper in form and procedure. 

7. There is acceptable evidence at the enquiry to prove the allegat 
ions against the workmen . Large number of witnesses were cxamined . 
They have given detailed evidence from which it can be seen that the 
workmen have committed the misconduct attributed to them . So the find 
ings of the Enquiry Officer are also proper . 

8. In the result it is hereby ordered that proper domestic enquiries 
were held . It is also found that the findings of guilt rendered by the 
Enquiry Officer are correct."

III. Shri Jerry, one of the four workmen , was examined as Wwi 
by the Union after the preliminary order to say that there was discrimi 
nation on the part of the Management in the matter of inflicting the 
punishment of dismissal on himself and the three other workmen . 

IV . It is the admitted case that 19 workmen including the four 
with whom we are concerned were proceeded against by the Management 
simultancously . All of them were placed under suspension . Domestic 
enquiries were ordered against them all . They were all dismissed . But 
subsequently 13 of them were reinstated pursuant to a conciliation held 
on 8-12-1977 

in the presence of the Joint Labour Commissioner, 
Trivandrum . Even at that conciliation it was admitted that disciplinary 
proceedings against these four w..rkmen will proceed subject to the right 
of the Union to raise an industrial dispute . The case advanced by the 
Union is that such a situation was brought about to please the other rival 
Unions. There is a further case for the Union that all the 19 workmen 
were proceeded against on identical misconducts . But there is no evidence 
to show that the misconducts were identical. The mere fact that this 
Union agreed to treat the case of these four workmen on a different foot 
ing from the rest of its members is a sufficient indication from which it 
can easily be inferred that their case was not similar or identical to that 
of the others. It is seen that these workmen involved themselves in acts of 
violence . 

V. The question now is as to whether these workmen deserved the 
extreme penalty or as to whether they are entitled to reliefs as per Sec . 11- A 
of the Industrial Disputes Act. As already mentioned the misconducts 
proved against these workmen involve 

acts of violence. So 
the Management cannot be asked to reinstate them . But it is seen 
that the misconducts though uncalled for were committed by these work 
men during the course of an agitation . They have been over enthusiastic 
in supporting the general cause . . In these state of affairs the dismissal 
also cannot be supported . A discharge with provision for payment of some 
compensation in addition to the normal bcnefits by way of relief will 
meet the ends of justice in hc circumstances of this case. I fix an indi 
vidual compensation of Rs. 5,000 in adition to the normal discharge 
benefits. 

VI. In the result an award is passed converting the dismissal of the 
workmen into one of discharge. The Management is directed to pay the 
workmen benefits as though they had been 

discharged on the date on 
which the dismissals were intended to take effect. In addition each of 
the workmen will be paid Rs. 5,000 (Rupees five thousand only) as 
compensation . 

VII. This award shall come into force on the expiry of thirty days 
from the date of its publication in the Government Gazette .

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AWARD 
1. This industrial dispute regarding the suspension of M. Chandran 
Maistry and consequent reversion as helper was referred to this court for 
adjudication as per G. O. (Rt.) No. 1063 /77 /LBR dt. 13-9-1977. The case 
was taken on file and notices issued to the parties . They entered appeara 
nce and filed statements . 

2. In its written statement the union contends that the directors for the 
management, formed to resolve the unemployment consequent on the 
closure of a number of establishments engaged in Beedi Industry, are 
representatives of the trade unions affiliated to the CITU , INTUC, STU , 
HMS and AI UC . The workman was a member of the Cannanore District 
Co-operative Workers Union affiliated to the CITU . Hewas appointed as 
a Meistri under the management in 1974. In 1975 the workman took initia 
tive for the formation to the Cannanore District Beedi and Cigar Union 
under the auspicious of theUTUC . The sameantagonized the directors of the 
manacement . Towards the end of 1975 , the workman had become the 
Secretary of the new union . By the end of 1975 a number of show cause 
notice were issued to the workman in quick succession . He was suspended 
onmore than one occasions and was eventually reverted as a helper with 
out any enquiry whars oever . All the show cause notices followed the 
same pattern repeating the same allegations which had no basis. The 
workman had denied the allegation on 2-12-1975 . A show cause notice 
was issued to the workman alleging that (1) he did not maintain the 
attendance r gister ( 2) he did not maintain the thrift book of the workers 
properly and that he was absent during the distribution of raw -materials 
to the workers. The said show cause notice was preceded a visit of the 
branch by Sri Krishnan , Director of the management and Sri Gopalan the 
Secretary on 26-11-1975 . They required the workman to be present at the 
office with all the register, the next day which the workman did . He 
explained why certain entries could not be made in the register due to 
instruction from themanagement consequent on the transfer of certain 
workers between the three branches of the town society , delay in supply of 
fresh attendance register in the place of books already used and the leave 
of absence of the Assistant Maistri and the helper. The workman 
submitred his explanation to the show cause notice on 3-12-1975 denying 
the allegations, but he was suspended with effect from 6-12-1975 pending 
enquiry . No enquiry was conducted . His suspension was unilaterally 
withdrawn, with effect from 11-12-1975. On 29-12-1975 the workman 
was required to show cause why the period of suspension should not be 
treated as leave without pay and was also required to appear before the 
Secretary on 31-12-1975 which he did and explained to the Secretary 
orally is well in writing as to how the proposal is illegal and unjust , 
His request for disbursement of the salary without deduction was turned 
down . Asper the notice dated 4-3-1976 it is allege that the workman did not 
deposit in the office of the management a sum of Rs. 617.42 alleged to be 
the undisbursed wages for the period from July 1975 to February 1976 . 
He denied the charge as per the reply dated 5-3-1976 . Again another notice 


dated 31-3-1976 was issued alleging that a sum of Rs. 122.79 was due from 
the workman being the un -disbursed wages for the period from 1-1-1975 to 
28-12-1976 . He denied the samebut the amount was unilaterally deducted 
from his salary on 1-4-1976 . Another notice was issued on 14-6-1976 
alleging that the workman had with held a sum of Rs. 16.71 due to the 
worker K. P. Kunhikannan . The said allegation is also untrue and 
denied the same on 15-6-1976 . On 24-6-1976 another notice was iss ied to 
my action should not be taken against the worker for non delivery of 
Beedies in the office on that day . He replied on 25-6-1976 stating that 
transport of Beedies on that day was rendered impossible due to heavy 
rains. Another notice dated 15-7-1976 was issued alleging the same charge 
as in the notice dated 14-6-1976 . On the same day hewas suspended pending 
enquiry . On 13-8-1976 a chargememo was issued to which the workman 
submitted his explanation on 23-8-1976 denying the charges. On 13-1-1976 
the management issued an order withdrawing the su pension , recovering a 
sum of Rs. 560.92 from the salary, training the suspension pending 
enquiry from 15-7-1976 to 13-11-1976 as punishment and reverting the 
workman as helper on the same salary and directing him to join the Makk in 
branch as a helper from 15-11-1976 . The workman protested a ainst 
illegal action for the management to which the management did not pay 
any heed . The conciliation of the dispute did not materialise. The action of 
the management in suspending and reverting the workman is illegal and 
void . The management has violated a l principles of natural justice is nt 
coxducting any enquiry in to the allegation and charges levelled against tie 
workman . The workman was punished as a measure of victimisation for his 
trade union activities. The workman has not committed any of the acts 
allezed against him . Hence the union prays for reinstatement for the 
workman . 

3. The management in its written statement denies that action was 
taken as a measure of victimisation and contends that it was taken for mis 
appropriation committed by the workman . On 26-11-1975 the Secretary 
examined the books of the society and found that the workman was guilty of 
(1 ) not maintaining the attendance register (2 ) not maintaining the thrift 
book of the workers properly . (3 ) he was absent during the distribution of 
raw -materials to the workers for which he was issued a show - cause notice on 
2-12-1975 . The explanation submitted by the worker was found unsatis 
factory . Hence he was suspended from 6-12-1975 onwards. The suspension 
was withdrawn on 10-12-1975 . A charge memo was given on 29-12-1975 . 
His explanation before the Secretary was found unsatisfactory and therefore 
the period between 6-12-1975 to 11-12-1975 was considered to be leave 
without wages. On the basis of the certain representations made to the 
secretary by the workers that wages was not distributed to them , the 
Secretary examined the books between the period from July 1975 to 
28-2-1976. It was found that wages was not distributed to an extent of 
Rs. 617.42 . A show cause notice was issued on 4-3-1976 . In his explana 
tion filed on 6-3-1976 the workman stated that he had distributed the wages 
but omitted to take the signature of the workers. The explanation was 


unsatisfactory. The management had received complaints that wages was 
not paid to member No. 450 P. K. Pavithran 9-5-1975 , member No. 653 
P. V. Rajan 15-3-1975 , member No. 154 E. Vinayan , member No. 552 
K. Vijayan . The president and the director investigated into these matters 
and examined the books between the period from 1-5-1975 to 28-2-1976 and 
directed the workman to pay an amount of Rs. 122 79 being the amount 
ound due by hin . The complaint filed by the worker No. 619 K. V. 
Kunhikannan on 2-6-1976 was found to be correct. Sɔ on 14-6-1976 the 
worker was directed to refund ( s. 16.71. The contention of the workman 
that he is not liable to pay the same is baseless . The failure to supply beedi 
at the Kakad office by the workman was a serious breach of duty . A notice 
to explain the conduct was issued on 24-6-1976 . The explanation that 
he was not able to supply beedies due to rain is false . In view of the above 
facts the workman was suspended from service pending enquiry on 15-7-1976 . 
Hewas served with charge memoon 13-8-1976 to which the workman gave 
a reply on 23-3-1976 denying all the allegations. The explanation filed by 
him was false. The workman had been given a chance to examine the 
books at the ffice. He was also given a pers nel hºaring. On a considera 
tion of above facts the management decided that the workman should 
be reduced in rank . The action is perfectly legal. 

4. The union in its rejoinder states that the action of the management 
is as a measure of victimisation . The management did not conduct any 
enquiry into the charges levelled against the workman . He denies having 
admitted that he did notmaintain the attendance register properly . The 
un on contends that the workinan did not commit any mis-conduct and as 
such prays for reinstatement . 

5. On the above pleadings the issue that arises for consideration is “ is 
the suspension and consequent reversion as helper of SriM.Chandran proper , 
valid and justifiable. 

6. Issue — Exhibit WIdated 4-8-1974 is the order appointing the work 
man as Maistry under the management and requiring him to take charge of 
branch number 2 Gopal Street from the acting Maistry P. P. Mohamed 
Exhibit M6 is the memo of charges dated 13-8-1976 issued to the workman . 
It would appear that the workman was placed under suspen ion with effect 
fron 15-7-1976 as per exhibit W14 . Board of Directors of the Management 
wuld a pear to have considered the file relating to the suspension of the 
workman on 11-11-1976 and decided as per Ex W 17 (1) to withdraw his 
uspensi n (2 ) to revert him from the post of Maistry to the post of helper 
( 3 ) to rec ver a su n of Rs. 560.92 due from the workman from his salary 
(4 ) to tre t the period of suspension from 15-7-1976 . to 13-11-1976 as the 
period of suspension (5) that he will be paid the same salary as before and 
(6 ) that he should join on 15-11-1976 at Makkani branch as helper. The 
reversion and the suspension of the workman is the issue referred for adjudi 
cation to this court. The first charge in exhibit M6 is that the workman 
who received the weekly wages, leave wages and bonus of the workers from 
the office of the management did not distribute the same to the concerned 


stances. 


workers properly as per the wages receive amounting to Rs. 560.92 and the 
second charge is the said amountwas not re -deposit by the workman in the 
office of themanagement. Exhibit M14 is the explanation by the workman 
denying the charge. The management did not produce any documents to 
show such as the wages register on the basis of which the above charge was 
laid to substantiate the charge. Apart from that the misappropriate of the 
amount as alleged appears to be doubtful in view of the following circum 

Exhibit W8 is a memo dated 4-3-1976 issued to the workman 
which shows that during the period from July 1975 to February 1976 
the workman did not distribute to the workers of the management a 
sum of Rs. 617.42 out of the amounts received by him from the management 
towards the wages, sunday wages, holiday wages, leave wages, bonus etc., 
Exhibit W9datcd 31-3-1976 is another memo issued to the workman to 
the fact that for the period from 1-9-1975 to 28-12-1976 (12 would appear 
to be a mistake for 2 ) the workman did not distribute a sum of Rs. 12279 
being the weekly wages, bonus, advance and holiday wages of the 
workmen . The amount stated in exhibit M6 is quite different from that in 
Ext W 8 and W9. Exhibit W9 shows that the amount was arrived at after 
the inspection of the registers. The period shown in W8, W9, M6 are 
overlapping. How such a vast difference in the amount happend to be 
is not explained by the management. Exhibit M6 would apper to be 
based on the memo dated 15-7-1976 which is exhibit W13 . Even though 
the period for which the difference in the amount was detected is not stated 
in exhibit M6, the previousmemos namely W8, W9 would indicate that it 
is for the period from July 1975 to February 1976 , both inclusive, where as 
the list furnished to the workman along with exhibit M6 shows that the 
alleged non -disbursement of wages prinr to 1-7-1975 was also taken into 
account while arriving at the figure of Rs. 560.92 . A stated earlier the 
management did not substantiate the charge of non - disbursement of the 
said amount by the workman and mis- appropriation by him to that extend 
by the production of the relevant registers. The written statement of the 
management shows that non - disbursement of sum of Rs. 617.42 was found 
out by the Secretary on examination of the wages register on the basis of 
certain representatives made to him , for the period from July 1975 to 
28-2-1976 . On the basis of the certain complaints the President and one 
Director- inspected the books again for the same period after which it was 
found that the workman is liable to pay a sum of Rs. 122.79 . He was again 
directed to refund of sum of Rs. 16.17 on the basis of the complaint received 
from K. V. Kunhikannan . The complaints are marked as exhibit M 30 to 
M34. But the complainants were not examined in this case to show that 
they did not receive the wages as stated by them in the complaints especi 
ally when the charge is denied by the workman . In view of the above 
circumstances it cannot be held that the management succeeded in establish 
ing that theworkman did not distribute to the workers of the society a sum 
of Rs. 560.92 and that he kept that amountwith him and mis-appropriata 
the same. 


The next charge in exhibit M6 is that on 23-6-1976 he did not supply 
beedies to the office of the management on account of which their was 
reduction in the work in the labeling section , on 24-6-1976 consequent to 
which the workers of that section demanded compensation . The above 
charge is denied by the workman in exhibit M14 it is alleged in the claim 
statement of the workman that a reply was sent to the same on 25-6-1976 
statii.g that transport of beedies on 23-6-1976 was rendered impossible due 
to heavy rain . There is nothing in the evidence of MWi 10 substantiate 
that charge. Hence the said charge also cannot be held to have been proved 
in view of the above findings the action of the management taken as per 
exhibit Mil cannot be held as proper and justifiable. 

7. The contention on behalf of the management is that since there is 
no difference in the emoluments of a maistry and helper . The action 
taken by the management cannot be challenged as wrongful. Exbibit M11 
it selt shows that what the management did is to revert the workman from the 
post of maistry to that of a helper. The evidence of WWI shows that 
there is difference in the duties of a helper and a maistry and that the work 
of a helper includes sweeping of the premises. MW1 in his cross 
examination admitted that it is the duty of the helper to sweep the office . 
He also admitted that the qualification and the duties of a helper and 
maistry are different. The same shows that the post of a helper is lower 
in grade than that of a maistry even though the emoluments for the two 
posts is the same. The action of the management in reverting the work 
man to the post of the helper is based on its finding that the charges in 
exhibit M6 are proved and as a punishment. I have found carlier that the 
management did not succeed in establishing the charges and as such the 
reversion of the workman to the post of the belper cannot be held as 
justifiable. There does not appear to be any basis for the apprehension 
for the management that the workman cannot be entrusted with money 
matters as the charge regarding the same was not proved . Therefore, I 
hold that the reversion of the workman to the post of helper is not proper 
and justifiable. 

8. The workman was suspended with effect from 15-7-1976 , as per 
exhibit W14 for the reasons stated therein . The allegation in exhibit M14 
are the charges levelled in exhibit M6 . In view of my finding that the 
charges have not been proved . It cannot be held that there was any valid 
reason for the suspension of the workman from 15-7-1976 . Therefore , the 
same also cannot be accepted as justifiable . 

Hence the workman must be deemed to have been any service from 
15-7-1976 and is entitled to all benefits as if he was in service. The issue 
is found accordingly . 

9. In view of my above finding I pass the award holding that the 
reversion of the workman from the post of maistry to that of the helper is 
not proper and justifiable, and therefore, he is entitled to be posted as a 
maistry . The suspension of the workman from 15-7-1976 is not justifiable 
and therefore he will be deemed to have been in service from that datę 
with all benefits . 
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10 . This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days of its 
publication in the official Gazette .

Parties appeared and the union filed this petition for interim award 
regarding D.A. The Management raised a preliminary point regarding the 
legality of the reference and an order was passed negativing the contencions 
of the management. 

The claim in this petition is that the Management has of their own 
accord enhanced the D.A. Payable to employees throughout India during 
December, 1979 with the exception of employees in Cochin Branch . The 
employees at Cochin are denied this merely on the ground that negotiations 
on the demands were going on at that stage. After failure , of negotiations 
also it was not paid. Now this petition is filed for interim relief fearing that 
the final award is likely to be passed only after somemonths. 

The Management admits in the reply statement that they are employing 
about 3000 employees in their factory and sales offices and in Cochin there 
are only 11 employees. They do not say that the D.A. has not been 
enhanced in the other places. Their only contention is that this will be paid 
provided the workers do not press this reference. They want the unions 
to stop fighting on these issues referred . 

Now the position is this. There are about 3000 employees and tne 
Management has enhanced their D.A. Then 11 employees are excluded 
from the purview of that order. Their only sin is that they demanded 
better conditions. That is something which can be decided on merit. I do 
not find any grounds. The Managementhas voluntarily given enhancement 
and that has been extended to a large majority of workers. Even if no 
increase is given by this reference they are bound to pay this enhanced 
wages . For raising a dispute the workers cannot be penalised . Hence I 
find that the workers at Cochin office are entitled to this enhanced D.A. 
from December , 1979. The management to pay the arrears without further 
delay. Petition allowed .

(65 of 1980 )

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty - first Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: 

1. Short title and extent.- (1) This Act may be called the National 
Security Act, 1980. 

(2) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir 
2. Definitions.-- In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, - 

(a ) " appropriate Government" means, as respects detention order 
made by the Central Government or a person detained under such order, 
the Central Government, and as respects a detention order made by a 
State Government or by an officer subordinate to a State Government or 
as respects a person detained under such order, the State Government; 

(b ) " detention order” means an order made under section 3;

(o) “ foreigner" has the same pacaning es in the Foreigners Aet,

(d ) “ person ” includes a foreigner ; 

(e) State Gověrnment” , in relation to a Union territory;means 
the administrator thereof. 

3. Prower to make orders detaining certain persons .-- (1) The Central. 
Government or the State Government may, -- 

(a ) if satisfied with respect to any person that with a view to 
the preventing him from acting in any manner prejudicial to the 
defence of India , the relations of India with foregin powers , or the 
security of India; or 

(b ) if satisfied with respect to any foreigner that with a view to 
regulating his continued presence in India or with a view to making 

arrangements for his expulsion from India , 
it is necessary so to do, make an order directing that such 
detained . 

(2 ) The Central Government or the State Government may, if 
satisfied with respect to any person that with a view to preventing him from 
acting in any manner prejudicial to the security of the State or from acting

the Preven ion of Blackmarketing and Maintenance of Supplies of Essential 
Commodities Act, 1980 (7 of 1980 ), and accordingly , no order of detention 
shall be made under this Act on any ground on which an order of 
detention may be made under that Act. 

(3) If, having regard to the circumstances prevailing or likely to 
prevail in any area within the local limits of the jurisdiction of a District 
Magistrate or á Commissioner of Police, the State Government is satisfied 
that it is necessary so to do, it may , by order in writing, direct, that during 
such period as may be specificd in the order, such District Magistrate or 
Commissioner of Police may also, if satisfied as provided in subsection (2), 
exercise the powers conferred by the said sub section : 

Provided that the period specified in an order made by the State 
Government under this sub section shall not, in the first instance, exceed 
three months, but the State Government máy, if satisfied as aforesaid tha : 
it is necessary so to do , amend such order to extend sứch period from time 
to time by any period not exceeding three months åt any o ne time. 
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(4 ) When any order is made under this section by an officer 
mentioned in sub seation (3) , he shall forthwith report the fact to the State 
Government to which he is subordinate together with the grounds on which 
the o der has been made and such other particulars as, in hic opinion , 
have a bearing on the matter , and no such order shall remain in force for 
more than twelve days after the making thereof unless, in the meantime, it 
has been approved by the State Government: 

Provided that where under section 8 the grounds of detention are com 
municated by the officer making the order after five days but not later than 
ten days from the date of detention , this subscetion shall apply 
subject to the modification that, for the words twelve days" the words

(5 ) When any order is made or approved by the State Government 
under this section , the State Government shall , within seven days, report the 
fact to the Central Government together with the grounds on which the 
order has been made and such other particulars as, in the opinion of the 
State Governmcut, have a bearing on the necessity for the order , 

4 . Execution of detention orders. - A detention order may be executed 
at any place in India in the manner provided for the execution of warrants 
of arrest under the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 (2 of 1974 ). 

5. Power to regulats place and conditions of detention. Every porson in 
respect of whom a detention order has been made shall be liable 

(a ) to be detained in such place and under such conditions , 
including conditions as to maintenance , discipline and punishment 
for breaches of discipline, as the appropriate Government may, by 
general or special order, specify; and 

(b ) to be removed from one place of detention to another place 
of detention , whether within the same State or in another State 
by order of the appropriate Government: 

Provided that no order shall be made by . State Government 
ander clause (b ) for the removal of a person from one State to another State 
except with the consent of the Government of that other State. 

6. Detention orders not to be invalid or inoperative on certain grounds . No 
detention order shall be invalid or inoperative merely by reason 

(a ) that the person to be detained thereunder is outside the 
limits of the territorial jurisdiction of the Government or offiocr 
making the order, or 

(b ) that the place of detention of such person is outside the said 

limits . 
7. Powers in relation to absconding persons.- (1) If the Central 
Government or the State Government or an officer mentioned in sub section 
(3 ) of section 3, as the case may bc, las rason to believe that a person in 
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rispect of whom a detention order has been made has absconded or is 
concealing himself so that the order cannot be executed , that Goverament 
or officer may 

(a) make a report in writing of the fact to a Metropolitan 
Magistrate or a Judicial Magistrate of the first class having 
jurisdiction in the place where the said person ordinarily resides ; 

(b ) by order notiôed in the Official Gazette direct the said 
person to appear before such officer, at such place and within such 

period as may be specified in the order. 

(2) Upon the making of a report against any person under clause 
(a ) of subsection (1), the provisions of sections 82, 83, 81 and 85 of the Code 
of Criminal Procedurc, 1973 , (2 of 1974), shall apply in respect of such 
person and his property as if the detention order made against him were a 
warrant issued by the Magistrate . 

(3 ) If any person fails to comply with an order issued under clause 
(b) of subsection (1 ), he shall, unless h ; proves that it was not po sible for 
him to comply therewith and that he had , within the period specified in 
the order , informed the officer mentioned in the order of the reason which 
rendered compliance therewith impossible and of his whereal outs, be 
punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to one year, 
or with fine or with both . 

(4 ) Notwithstanding anything containcd in the Code ofCriminai 
Procedure, 1973, (2 of 1974) every offence under sub section (3 ) shall be 
cognizable . 

8 . Grounds of order of detention to be disclosed to persons affected by the 
order.— (1) When a person is detained in pursuance of a detention order, 
the a thority inaking the order shall, as soon as may be, but ordinarily not 
later than five days and in exceptional circumstances and for reasons to be 
recorded in writing , not later than ten days from th : date of detention , 
communicate to him the grounds on which the order has been made and 
shall afford him the erliest opportunity of making a representation against 
the order to the appropriate Government . 

(2), Nothing in sub section (1) shall require the authority to disclose 
facts which it considers to be against the public interest to disclose. 

9. Constitution of Advisory Boards.- (1) The Central Government and 
each State Gove nment shall , whenever necessary , constitute one or more 
Advisory Boards for the purposes of this Act. 

(2) Every such Board shall consist of three persons who are, or have 
been , or are qualified to be appointed as, Judges of a High Court, and such 
persons shall be appointed by the appropriate Government. 

(3) . The appropriate Government shall appoint one of themembers 
of the Advisory Board who is , or has b :en , a Judge of a High Court to be 
its Chairman, and in the case of a Union territory, the appointment to the 
Advisory Board of any person who is a Judg of the High Court of a State 
shall be with the previous approval of the State Government concerned. 
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10. Reference to Advisory Boards.-- Save as otherwise expressly provided in 
this Act, in every ca e where a decention order has been made under this Act, 
the appropriate Government shall, within three weeks from the date of 
detention of a person under the order, plac : before the Advisory Poard 
constituted by it under sction 9, the ground on which the order has been 
made and the representation , if any , inade by the person affected by the 
order, and in case where the order has been made by an officer mentioned 
in subsection (3 ) of section 3 , also the report by such officer under sub 
section ( +) of that scction . 

11. Procedure of Advisory Boards.- ( 1) The Advisory Board shall, 
after considering the materials placed before it and , after calling for such 
further information as it may decm necessary from the appropriate 
Government or from any person called for the purpose through the 
appropriate Government or from the person concerned , and if , in any 
particular case , it considers it essential so to do or if the person concerned 
desires to be heard , after hearing him in person , submit its report to the 
appropriate Government within seven weeks from the date of detention of 
the person concerned . 

(2) The report of the Advisory Board shall specify in a separate 
part thereof the opinion of the Advisory Board as to whether or not there 
is sufficient cause for the detention of the person concerned . 

(3 ) When there is a difference of opinion among themembers forming 
the Advisory Board , the opinion of the majority of such members shall be 
deemed to be the opinion of the Board . 

(4 ) Nothing in this section shall entitle any person against whom 
a detention order has been made to appear by any legal practitioner in any 
matter connected with the reference to the Advisory Board ; and the 
proceedings of the Advisory Board and its report, excepting that part of the 
report in which the opinion of the Advisory Board is specified , shall be 
confidential. 

12. Action upon the report of the Advisory Board.- ( 1) In any case where the 
Advisory Board has reported that there is, in its opinion , sufficient cause for 
the detention of a person , the appropriate Government may confirm the 
detention order and continue the detention of the person concerned for such 
period as it thinks fit. 

(2 ) In any case where the Advisory Board has reported that there 
is, in its opinion , no sufficient cause for the detention of a person , the 
appropriate Government shall revoke the detention order and cause the 
person concerned to be released forthwith . 

13. Maximum period of detention.— The maximum period for which 
any person may be detained in pursuance of any detention order which 
has been confirmed under section 12 shall be twelve months from the date 
of detention : 

Provided that nothing contained in this scction shall affect the power 
of the appropriate Government to revoke o . modify the detention order at 
any earlier time. 
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14 Revocation of detention orders.- (1) Without prejudice to the 
provisions of section 21 of the General clauses Act, 1897,( 10 of 1897 ) a 
detention order may, at any time, be revoked or modified ,-- 

(a) notwithstanding that the order has been - ade by an officer 
mentioned in sub section (3 ) of section 3 , by the State Government 
to which that officer is subordinate or by the Central Government; 

(b ) notwithstanding that the order has been made by a State 
Government, by the CentralGovernment. 

(2 ) The revocation or expiry of a detention order shall not bar the 
making of a fresh detention order under section 3 against the same person 
in any case where fresh facts have arisen after the date of revocation or 
expiry on which the Central Government or State Government or an 
officer mentioned in subsection (3 ) of section 3 , as the case may be, is 
satisfied that such an order should be made. 

15. Temporary release of persons detained .- (1) The appropriate Govern 
ment may, at any time, direct that any person detained in pursuance of a 
detention order may be released for any cified period either without 
conditions or upon such conditions specified in the direction as that person 
accepts , and may, at any time, cancel his release. 

( 2) In directing the release of any person under subsection (1), the 
appropriate Government may require him to enter into a bond with or 
without sureties for the due observance of the conditions specified in the 
direction . 

(3) Any person released under sub section ( 1) shall surrender 
himself at the time and place, and to the authority , specified in the order 
directing his release or cancelling his release, as the case may be. 

(4 ) It any person fails without sufficient cause to surrender himself 
in the manner specified in subsection (3 ), he shall be punishable with 
imprisonment for a term which may extend to two years, or with fine, or 
with both . 

(5) . If any person released under subsection (1 ) fails to fulfil any of 
the conditions imposed upon him under the said subsection or in the bond 
entered into by him , the bond shall be declared to be forfeited and any 
person bound thereby shall be liable to pay the penalty thereof. 

16. Protection of action taken in good faith.-- No suit or other legal 
proceeding shall lie against the Central Government or a State Government, 
and no suit, prosecution or other legal proceeding shall lic against ny person , 
for anything in good faith done or intended to be done in pursuance of this 
Act. 

17 . Act not to have effect with respect to detentions under State laws.- (1) 
Nothing in this Act shall apply or have any effect with respect to orders of 
detention , rade under any State law , which are in force immediately before 
the commencement of the National Security Ordinance, 1980 (11 of 1980), 
and accordingly every person in respect ofwhom an order of detention made 


under any State law is in force immediately before such commencement, 
shall be governed with respect to such detention by the provisions of such 
State law or where the State law under which such order of detention is 
made is an Ordinance (hereinafter referred to as the State Ordinance ) 
promulgated by the Governor of that State and the State Ordinance has 
been replaced 

(i) before such commencement, by an cnactment passed by the 
Legislature of that State, by such enactment; or 

(ü ) after such commencement, by an enactment which is passed 
by the Legislature of that State and the application ofwhich is 
confined to orders of detention made before such commencement 

under the State Ordinance, by such enactment, 
as if this Act had not been enacted . 

(2 ) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to bar the making , under 
section 3 , of a detention order against any person referred to in subsection 
( 1) after the detention order in force in respect of him as aforesaid 
immediately before the commencement of the National Security Ordinance , 
1980 (11 of 1980 ), ceases to have effect for any reason whatsoever. 

Explanation . For the purposes of this section , " State law " means any 
law providing for preventive detention on all or any of the grounds on which 
an order of detention may be made under subsection (2) of section 3 and in 
force in any State immediately before the commencement of the said 
Ordinance. 

18. Repeal and saving.- (1 ) The National Security Ordinance , 1980 
(11 of 1980) is hereby repealed , 

(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the said Ordinance shall be deemed to have been done or taken 
under the corresponding provisions of this Act, as if this Act had come into 
force on the 23rd day of September , 1980 , and, in particular , any reference 
made under section 10 of the said Ordinance and pending before any 
Advisory Board immediately before the date on which this Act receives the 
assent of the President r ay continue to be dealt with by that Board after 
that date as if such Board had been constituted under section 9 of this Act .

Provided that where the Special Rules in respect of the 

post provide that direct recruitment shall be resorted to 
in the absence of qualified candidates for promotion on 
the date of occurrence of the vacancy , recruitment to 
the post shall be made accordingly" .

( This note does not form part of the notification , but is intended to 
indicate its general purport) 

In G.O.(P) No. 160/77/GAD dated 2-6-1977 Government amended the 
General Rule 28 (b ) of the Kerala State and Subordinate Services Rules 
with retrospective effect from 23-10-1962 specifying that when a select list of 
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eligible candidates for promotion to a selection post is prepared subsequent to 
the occurrence of a vacancy no person who was not qualified for inclusion in the 
select list at the timeof occurrence of the vacancy, shall be included in the select. 
list for appointment against the vacancy. Though it is not specified in the 
amendment issued to General Rule: 28 (b ) that the person who gets qualified 
carlier has to be preferred , the intention of the rule is that if there are no 
qualified hands available for promotion against a post on the actual date of 
Ocotence of vacancy the person who gets qualified earlier has to be given 
preference . After the occurrence of the vacancy he who qualifies first has. 
a legitimate claim for promotion against that vacancy if he is otherwise 
found fit and administrative delay in making regular appointment against 
that vacancy should not adversely affect his claims. Therefore when no 
qualified persons are available on the date of occurrence of the vacancy for 
being considered for promotion , the only logical course is to consider the 
person who qualifies himself for the post first after the date of occurrence 
of the vacancy. This will be in accordance with the spirit of the rule and 
the practice hitherto followed . To make the above intention clear Govern - i 
ment propose to amend General Rule 28 (b ) . This notification is intended 
to achieve the above object.

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3. Application for assignment of right, title and interest of the landowner.- 
Every landholder shall, within six months from the date of commencement 
of these rules, file before the Settlement Officer an application in Form No. 1 
for assignment of the right, title and interest of the landowner vested in the 
Government under section 3 of the Act. 

4. Application by landowner for the amount under section 4 - Every landowner 
shall, within six months from the date of commencement of these rules, file 
before the Settlement Officer an application in Form No. 2 for getting the 
amount due to him under sub -section (1 ) of section 4 of the Act in consideration 
of the vesting in Government of his right, title and interest in respect of any 
Service Inam land . 


5. Notices to be issued by the Settlement Officer.— (1) As soon as may be 
after receipt of an application under rule 3 rule 4 and where no appli 
cation is received within the time specified therefor the Settlement Officer 
shall publish a public notice in Form No. 3 on the notice boards of the office 
of the Settlement Officer offices of the Tahsildar and Village Officer within 
whose jurisdiction the land to which the notice relates is situate, calling upon 
the land holders, landowners and all other persons interested in the land , the 
right, title and interest in respect of which have vested in the Government, to 
prefer claims and objections, if any, before such date asmay be specified in 
the notice and to appear before the Settlement Officer on the date specificd 
therein with all relevant records to prove their respective claims or in support 
of their objections. 


(2 ) The Settlement Officer shall also issue individual notices in 
Form No. 4 to the landholder, landowner and other persons interested in the 
land so far as known to him , calling upon them to prefer claimsand objections, 
if any, before such date asmay be specified in the notice and to appear before 
him on the date specified therein with all relevant records to prove their 
respective claims or in support of their objections. 


6. Procedure for assignment and determination of purchase price , etc. 
(1) Where the right, title and interest of the land owners in service inam 
lands held by landholders vest in the Government, the Settlement Officer 
shall after persual and consideration of the application , if any, filed under 
rule 3 or rule 4 , the information or records received from the landholders, 
landowners or other persons interested in the land who preferred claims or 
objections in pursuance of the notices issued under rule 5 the written statements, 
if any, filed by the parties, other documents, if any, produced before him , 
and after such further enquiry as may deem necessary , and after giving a 
reasonable opportunity of being heard to those to whom individual notices 
have been issued under sub-rule (2) rule 5 and other persons who have 
preferred claims or objections, and appeared before the Settlement Officer 
in pursuance of the notice under sub-rule (1) ofrule 5 , pass an order under 
sub -section (4 ) of section 7 .

( 3) The Settlement Officer shall before passing an order under sub 
rule (1) ascertain from the landholder whether he opts to pay the purchase 
price in a lump or in instalments. In case the landholder does not appear 
before the Settlement Officer, the order shall direct the payment to be made 
in sixteen equal annual instalments. 

(4) Copies of the order under sub -rule (1) shall be communicated to 
the landholder and the landowner through the Tahsildar in whose jurisdiction 
the land to which the order relates is situate . 


7. Payment of amount due to the Landowner .- (1 ) The amount due to 
the landowner under sub -section (1) of section 4 shall be paid in cash in lump 
as soon as may be after the order of the Settlement Officer under sub -section 
(4 ) of the said section has become final.

8. Register of purchase price. - A Register showing details of purchase 
price recoverable from each landholder shall bemaintained by the Settlement 
Officer in Form No. 6 . 


9. Register of amountpayable to the landowner to bemaintained by the Settlement 
Officer. - A Register of payment of amount payable to the landowner shall be 
maintained by the Settlement Officer in Form No. 7 . 

10. Issue of Certificate of purchase and patta . - As soon as may be after 
the order for the assignment of the right, title and interest of the landowner 
vested in the Government, to the landholder has become final, the Settlement 
Officer shall issue a certificate of purchase in Form No. 8 and a patta in 
Form No. 9 to the landholder . 


11. Corrections to be made in the revenue records. - After issue of the patta 
and the certificate of purchase, the Settlement Officer shall make necessary 
arrangements for making appropriate corrections in the relevant revenue records 
kept in the taluk office and the village office. 


12. Deposit of purchase price .- ( 1) Where the purchase price is allowed 
to be paid in instalments, the first instalment thereof shall be deposited with the 
Settlement Officer within three months from the date on which the order of 
the Settlement Officer under section 7 has become final and the second and 
subsequent instalments shall be deposited before the expiry of each financial 
year in which the instalment falls due . 
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(2) The deposit of purchase price or the instalments thereof, as the 
case may be, and interest, if any, due thereon shall be made on or before the 
due date in the Government Treasury by a chalan in triplicate countersigned 
by the Settlement Officer under the appropriate head specified by the Govern 
ment. 

One copy of the chalan shall be furnished by he purchaser to the 
Settlement Officer who shall maintain proper account written thereof. 

13. Form of appeal. - An appeal under section 12 shall be in Form No. 10 
and shall be accompanied by the originalor certified copy of the order appealed

14. Procedure in appeal.- ( 1) On receipt of an appeal, the District 
Collector may call for the records and documents which he deems necessary 
for the disposal thereof. 

(2) In disposing of the appeal the appellate authority shall make any 
further enquiry as he may deem necessary and shall examine any further 
documents produced for his inspection . 

(3) No order shall be passed in appeal without giving the party 
likely to be affected thereby, an opportunity of being heard . 

(4) A copy of the order of the District Collector in appeal shall be 
communicated to the appellant, to the Tahsildar of the Taluk in which the 
holding is situate and to the Settlement Officer .
